It will be complete 
in itself and I will not respond to any further questions 
on it. 


"Surveillance flights cover Cuba were made 
today. All aircraft returned safely. The readout from 
the pictures taken will not be completed until tomerrow." 


That completes it.

MR. SYLVESTER: We will have to wait and see.

MR. SYLVESTER: I would say it is stiil 
postpoued indefinitely.

MR. SYLVESTER: I wouldn't make any essumptions 
that they won't.
